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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Arnett (5,664,955). 

In regard to claim 1 , Arnett discloses an electrical connector for open/close type 
comprising: a base member 1 1; a terminal assembly 29 set on the base member 1 1 for 
coupling and contacting with the coupled connector; a cover member 47 set above the 
base member 1 1 , the front side and the rear side of the cover member 47 respectively 
connected with the base member 1 1 by the interlock device 48, 49, the cover member 
47 being in open state and close state relative to the base member 1 1 , the cover 
member 47 and the base member 1 1 forming a containing space adapted to receive the 
coupled connector in open state; and wherein the interlock device 48, 49 support the 
cover member 47 moved in parallel, the cover member 47 is paralleled to the base 
member 1 1 in the state of open, close and moving. 

In regard to claim 2, Arnett discloses that the terminal assembly 29 is consisted 
of a plurality of terminals (inside 42, 44) and a terminal base 27. 
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In regard to claim 3, Arnett discloses that the left and right sides of the rear side 
of the terminal base 27 both set outwardly a L-shaped coupled member 51 and the 
coupled hole (adjacent 51) set thereon. 

In regard to claim 5, Arnett discloses that the coupled connector is a modular 

plug. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4, 6-12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In regard to claim 4, the prior art fails to provide, teach or suggest the 
combination of claim 1 and the recitation "the cover member forms a latch recess on the 
front side thereof, and the coupled connector is provided with an arm portion adapted to 
latch in the latch recess". In regard to claim 7, the prior art fails to provide, teach or 
suggest the combination of claim 1 and the recitation "the front interlock device and the 
rear interlock device are interlock levers". In regard to claim 9, the prior art fails to 
provide, teach or suggest the combination of claim 1 and the recitation "the front 
interlock device is a resilient device and the rear interlock device is interlock lever".
